3. As all outward ſhadows and figures were of a decreaſing nature, fo there is 
the ſubſtanee thereof, which they pointed at, and wherein they ended, though 
the names given to the ſhadows were carried along to the ſubſtance alſo, that it 
might the more plainly appear 1n Scripture how the ſhadows were fulfilled in the 
ſubſtance Chriſt ; as in the Old Covenant there was outward Circumcifion of the 
fleſh 3 in the New, there is the Inward Circumciſion of the Spirit.

In the New, the One Baptiſm 
of Chriſt ; in the Old, the Feaft of the outward Paſſover kept with unleavened 
Eread, and other Feaſts obſerved, &-c. in the New Covenant, Jefus Chriſt is our 
Paflover, and the Feaſt isto be kept with unleavened Bread of fprcerity and truth 5 
and herethe Ore Bread of Lifeis known and received. 

- 4. We do nat read nor find in Scripture, that Oze oytward Type or ſhadow, 
wasa Type of another Type outward, but alwaics of the thing Typified or thadow- 
ed forth,which was the ſubſtance and end of that ſhadow or type, as may be ſhown 
atlarge, if any undertake to ſhew us any ſhadow or thing that is figurative in its 
own nature ( mentioned in Scripture ) which they ſuppoſe we cannot ſhew the 
ſubſtance of, under the ſame Name or Title.

innocent, and ſo we are the ſame to this day, whe do excerciſe a good Con- 
ſcience towards God, and towards all men. 

And are any to be credibly intormed againſt or ſuppreſt, but ſuch as are 
known to be ſ{editious; and are of that Spirit, that under a pretence of ten- 
der Confcience plot and contrive Infurre&ions ? If ſo, Then whether in- 
nocent and peaceable People, that meet really ro worſhip God in the Sp1- 
rit, and in the Peaceable Truth (which all plotting is out of) theſe are con- 


| cerned according to the title and reaſon of this Act. 


And whether the Liturgy doth not allow of People to meet together, to 
worſhip God in Spirit and Truth, without limitation of Time, Place or 
Number ? For ought not men at all times, and in all places to perform their 
bounden duty to God, and to pray to him, and to give thanks for his Bene- 
fits, which they daily receive ? And doth nor the Lord ſay, 1» every place 
Offerings ſhall be offered tomy Name, Mal. 1. And doth not the Apoſtle fay, 
Twill that men pray every where, lifting up holy Hands without wrath and doubting. 
And doth not the Apoſtle ſay, As every man hath received the Gift, even ſo mi-

Diſloyal Perſons are, ſuch as are Treacherous, Trayterous, Falſe, Deceitful, 
Breakers of Promiſe, and the like. : 

Seditious Seftarier, are taken for ſuch people as are Faftious and Rebell1- 
ous, being of a different Profefſion from the ancient Truth ; or ſuch as 
therein are divided into Sides, and Parties, following ſuch as are Leaders in 
FaQion, Rebellion and Schiſm.

k& Meetings we have had with him, in all manner of Sweetneſs, Long-ſuffering, 

an4 Patience on our (ide, to fatisfic and preſerve him from theſe Extreams : Thar 

we cannot aſſure our ſelves now of any better Entertainment, or that the Meeting 
can have any deſirable Succeſs for a rhrough Information. ' 

2. We Decline to meet, becauſe it is not an agreed Meeting on both Sides, 
which it ought to have been; and where that 1s not, or cannot be Adjuſted, the 
Preſs is the next fair way and Expedient, which he has begun with, and now ſeems 
ro decline ; Nor hath he ſent us a Copy 'of his Charge or Indi&ment againſt us, 
which alſo he ought to Irive done, . 

2. That he has two,of our Books which lie hard at his Door, in Vindication 
of us and our DoQrines from his Exceptions, and which he hasnot yet Anſwered ; 
ſo that he is not upon Equal Terms with us; and therefore we think his Challenge, 
Aopointment and Summons, unfair ; and that all that are not partial will be of the 
fame mind with vs. 

'4, Such Pablick and Unlimited Meetings are too often attended with Heats, 
Levity, and Confuſion, and Anſwer not the End deſired by ſober and enquiriag Men.

Up, and putting Down 
Kings and Governments, is Gods peculiar Prerogative, for Cauſes beſt 
known to himſelf ; anc that itis not our Work or Bufineſs to have 
any Hand or Contrivence therein, nor to be Bufibodies in matters 
above our Station; m leſs to Plot and Contrive the Ruine or Over- 
turn of any of them : 3ut to pray for the King, and for the Safety 
of our Nation, and goud of all Men, that we may live a Peaceable 
and Quiet Life, in al' Godlineſs and Honeſty under the Government 
which God 1s pleafed ic ſet over us. 

And according tothis our Antient and Innocent Principle, we often 
have given forth our Teſtimony, «nd now do, againft all Plotting, 
Conſpiracies and contriving Inſurrections againſt the King or the Go- 
vernment, and againſt all Treacherous, Barbarous, and Murtherous 
Deſigns whatſoever, as Works of the Devil and Darkneſs: And we 
ſincerely Bleſs God, and are heartily Thankful to the King and Go- 
vernment, for the Liberty and Priviledges we Enjoy under them by 
Law ; Efteeming it our Duty to be Lrue and Faithful to Them. 

And whereas we the faid People are required to fign the ſaid Aſo-

J IS a certain truth, That 
| among Chriſtians,and 

| Proteſtants eſpecially ; 
there aredivers particular things 
about Religion, conſcientioully 
ſcrupled by ſome as unlawful, 
that others eſteem Orthodox : 
And therefore *tis not to be 
wonder'd, that the. Quakers 
differ from many others, ( tho? 
not from all) in this Caſe of 
Oaths; they believing they are 
abſolutely forbid to Swear 1n a- 


ny Caſe, by that poſitive _ 


mand of Chriſt, Math. 5, 34. 
and the Earncſt Exhortation of 
his Apoſtle, Fames 5.12. Ard 
that this is undeniably their 
Chriſtian Perſwaſton, is evi- 
denced by their Sufferings theſe 

many Years for not Swearing. 
And therefore their Caſe may 
be worth the Charitable notice 
of the Government, by Law to 
Relieve them therein. And not 
for their Religious Perſwaſion,

among their Neighbours cheer- 
ſully pay to the Support of the 
Government ; and by their 
*Frades, and Induſtry (accord- 
ing to their Capacities ) ad- 
vance the National Stock. 

Tt may therefore be I:umbly 
offer'd, *Thar *tis not the Inte- 
reſt of the Government, to re- 
{uic them Relief, 

Their Tnduftry in Trade, 
both at Sca and Land, bringing 
Profit to the Government, as 
well as others; The Station 
they ſtand in, #s Merchants, 
Farmers, ManufaQtors, Impro- 
vers of Lands and Stocks, 1s ad- 
vantagious to their Neighbours 
as truly as others. And as it 
ſeems not the Intereſt of the 
Government in general, that 
they ſhould beany waysdiſcou- 
raged in their Honeſt Induſtry ; 
ſo neither is it the Intereſt ofan 
Eminent part of the Govern- 
ment, that they ſhould not be 
Reliev*d, viz. The Judges. 

For the frequent Suites that 
are brought againſt Quakers , 
before the Chancery and Ex- 
chequer Judges, are no doubt 
very troubleſome and burthen- 
ſome, by the difficulty of get- 
ting at a Juſt Iſſue, for want of 
Swearing ; whereby Juſtice is

delayed, and their Cauſes of- 
ten held very long: And no 
doubt, when Juſt Judges ſee 
the Quakers wrong'd, and a- 
buſed, and can't Relieve them, 
'tis irkſome to them : So that 
*tis humbly conceiv?d, *rwould 


be agreat eaſe to thoſe Courts, 


to have the Quakers Reliey'd 
1:2 this Caſe of Oarths. 

Neither is it without Advan- 
tage to the King's other Courts, 
to beable to uſe the Evidence 
of one who is now a Quaker, 
that perhaps was not ſo, ſome 
Years ago; when he was a 
Witneſs to a Bill, Bond, Book- 
debt, or Deed of Indenrure; or 
when he was Steward, or Tru-

Nor may their Teſtimony 
be unuſeful to Coroners, in 
Caſe of Unnatural Deaths ; 
nor inconvenient in Caſes of 
Treſpaſs or Felony, &«c.” 

And it is further propoſed, 
That it is not the Intereſt of the 
Subject, to continue them un- 
relieved : For it is not the In- 
tereſt of thoſe the Quakers are 
indebted to : Becauſe, tho? ſuch 
may {ſue and harraſs the Qua- 
kers, in Perſon and Eſtate ; 


yet 
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\ yet they may long want a De- 
ciſion of their Debt or Claim, 
as to the right of it, for want 
of an Anſwer upon Oath. 

It is not the Intereſt of thoſe 
they are concern'd with, in any 
doubtful Cafe, becauſe of the 
Difficulty to come to Tryal. 

And for thoſe that owe Vio- 
ney to the Quakcrs, to be al- 
lowed to fiy into Chancery fcr 
a Refuge; to obſtruQt paying 
jult Debts; is ſuch an Injury, 
as *tis hoped, no one that is ra- 
tional will countenance, or de- 
ſire ſhould be continued upen 
them. And may it not then be 
aſſerted , That *tis no Honeſt 
Man's trueand jult Intereſt, (to 
have the Quakers denied Re- 
lief ) no not the Gown-men of 
Veſtminſter-Hall , whoſe few 
Fces from the Quakers as Plain- 
tifs, might ſuggeit (tho? un- 
duly ) that they have no lorpg-

Did not Parliaments Abro- 
gate Popery, with all its Claim 
of Antiquity ? Did not a Parlia- 
ment make the A&t of Habezs 
Corpes againſt rhe Claim of Pre- 
rogative? And was it more 
reaſonable to ſecure the Subject 
irom perpetual Impriſonment 
by a King without 'Tryal, than 
it 15 to ſecure one Subject from 
Impriloning another till Death, 
for not giving an Anſwer in 

Chancery, - 


Chancery or Exchequer upon 
Oath ? Does it belong to Par- 
liaments to ſecure other Subjects 
in their Eſtates, Liberties and 
Properties ? And is it Unparlia- 
mentary, to ſecure the Quakers 
from Sequeſtrations , againit 
their whole Eſtates? Becauſe 
they dare not comply to a Cir- 
cumſtance of the Law ; when 
( as they underſtand it ) *iis a- 
o4inſt an expreſs Command of 
Chriſt ?

Chriſt ſaid, ye have heard, that it hath been ſaid of old time, by them, 
: - thou ſhalt not forſwear they ſelf (which was the falſe Oath) but perform thy 
Oaths to the Lord, which was the true Oaths, which were to be taken before the Judges, 
Officers and Magiſtrates, to end controverſies, and be performed unto the Lord ; But 
Chriſt ſaid, Now I ſay unto you, Swear not at all, &c. But let your Yea, be yea, and 
your Nay, nay; for whatſoever is more than this, cometh of evil. Therefore this 
* Yea, yea, and Nay, nay, wherein Chriſt doubles his words, to make them of force, and 

ſets them over and above an Oath ; We will ſtand By and To. 

And alſo in James the 5th and 12th. The Apoſtle taught, and aid, above all things 
my Brethre:1, Swear not ; neither by Heaven, nor by Earth, (mark). nor by any other 
Oath 3 ( But he alſo ſets up that which is above an -Oath, which is Chriſts words; * 
Let your Yea, be yea, and your Nay, nay, which form of ſound words the Apoſtle 
doubles as Chriſt did. When he ſaid, in his repeating over Chriſts words ; Ye ſhall 
Swear no Oaths, Icaſt ye fall iuto Condemnation. "Theſe are the Commands of Chriſt 
and the Apoſtle, which we will ſtand By and To; (to wit) Yea, yea, and Nay, nay. 

Alſo hert are ſome Examples of the Primitive Chriſtians, and Holy Martyrs that kept 
the Commands of Chriſt, and of the Apoſtle, which ſpoke the Truth, and both de- 
fied and gave their Teſtimony againſt Swearing ; for Puicarpus a Martyr who was as is 
ſaid Joins Diſciple, and Biſhop of Smyrna, 89. Yeats of Age, when he was required 
by the Proconſul to ſwear, he denyed it, and ſaid he was a Chriſtian: So it ap 
at that time Chriſtians did not ſwear, A. & Aon. fel. 55. wol, 2. And alſo BeRlides 
Martyr, being an Officer among tlie Souldiers, being required to ſwear before a Judge; 
ſaid plainly it was not lawful to ſwear, L1b.6, cap. 6. p. g8. ſo it appears plainly that it 
was the Mark of a Chriſtian not to ſwear. And the Waldenſes, whoſe Names are ſo fa- 
mous amongſt the Reformed Churches, and who are ſaid immediately to ſucceed the 
Apoſtles, and were the moſt Antient and true Proteſtants, profeſſed it to be no way 
lawful for a Chriſtian to ſwear. And Biſhop Uſher late of 4rmath, Primate of 1reland; 
pleaded theit Cauſe againſt the Jeſuits, in his Book De Succeſſone, Cap. 6.

which he had not done no dou', bus to 
ſerve a Turn, or to eaſc thei own Pec- 
ple, and opprch ethers that arc butrer 
Subjects : Our own Clergy, and hke- 
wiſe Difſenters, are Taxcd tor tte Profit 
of their Benefits; bu: Quakers Prozchers, 
by their fly Evalions, pay Pt..ins 
for their pretended iv.iniftry, tho', by 
the Relation of thoſe that have buen 
amongſt thcm, 1: 1s the moit profitev:; 
Miniſtry in the World. 

Beſides, they are a People that never 
venture Lite nor Limb to propagate thc 
Publick Gocd, as others do; yet, wit 
better SubjefQts have, with the Jeopardy 
of their Limbs and Lives, clear'd a ſrade, 
none more ready than the Quakers to 
{uck the Sweet thereot by Treftick and

great Evils and Abuſes we have no more 
Redrels, than if we were in the midſt 
of Penſfilvania. 

So tha\\ in fine, what greater Encou- 
r2g:ment can be given to the whiole 
N:tiva to turn Atheiſts, i e. Quakers; 
and to E:cour:ge this the more, the 
Quakers «'\ fire che At to be alter'd, that 
Enables Miniſters to fue in the Exchequer 
for their Tythes 3 and that it may be 
done in ſuch a manner as will moſt expoſe 
them to the Mob, to ſer them againſt 
our Chriſtian Miniſters, and they know 
that it will be a goo means to make 
Atheiſm and Quakeriſm over-run the 
Ergl.ſþ Church. as once Mahometaniſn 
did the Greek Church. 

The Confidence of the Quakers is 
great, that can have the Face to deſire 
t:icir Affirmation to pals for Votes for 
Mi. mbers of Parli-ment, that did fo 
I:rely, at the EleCtions of this preſent 
P-rliament, oppoſe the CHURCH 
and QUEEN with all their Power : 
Bu:, 'vis hop'd, ovr Wile Senators will 
not (as they in Holland) ſuffer them to 
be Sinators, nor to Vote for ſuch; for 
'tt> very plain, that they know their In- 
tereft better than to chuſe thoſe that are 
Zealcus for our moſt holy Faith ; but 
Careleſs, Cold and Atheiſtical Men, and 
ſuch 3s will berray it for Money ; theres 

fore are not to be truſted in fo great a 
 Coricern, though they would rake all 
the Oaths which the Laws require. 

There 18allo great Notice to be taken 
of the Danger of their Political Govern- 
ment (not that they are big enough to 
be feared in the leaſt, if they are well 
watch'd, but they are too big to be far- 
ther encourag d, tho' not to be farther 
reſtrained) which is, that they have by 
that mcans great Power to make Profe- 
lites ; which Power wil] be a deplorable 
Damage to the Nation ; for the Church 
will thereby looſe a Member, the Queen 
a Subject, and both Her Majeſty and 
King.lom a Soldier : Beſides, Miſtaken 
Perions, that deſire Liberty for a Miſta- 
ken Conſcience, ought to be contented 
without 1t- They alſo ſeem to boaſt of 
their Numbers ; and ſome ſay, that they 
are Hundreds of Thovſands: It ſo, What 
a prodigious Detriment is it, toloſe thc 
Help of ſo many Thouſand Men fit for 
Sea and Land Service, as might foon be 
drawn out from them, now in this time 
of War And it may be query'd, Whe- 
ther miny of thoſe ſubtil Sophiſters (for 
generally ſpeaking they are ſuch) may

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not, out of Cunning, herd with, 2nd 
uſurptheir Garb, for a ProteCtion againſt 
being forc'd into Her Majeſty's Service ; 
and by that means make Religion a Pre- 
tence, and a Cloak to ſhelter them in 
Sloth and Lazinefs : I ſay, For {uch no- 
torious and horrid Bl. ſphemers to be 
ſuffer'd to Incorporate themſelves into a 
Body Politick, is prodigicus ; for 'tis 
very well known, that it an honeſt fin- 
cere Man dors happen co be 1nſnard by 
them, *tis as hard to break off frem 'em, 
(when he {ces their baſe and horrid 
Prattices) as it is for a poor penitent 
Hiyhway-man or Houſe.breaker to leave 
his wicked Com.aves ; for they have 
ſuch held of them by thxir Worldly Ine 
tereſt, that they can and do ruine them 
and their Families, if they offer to leave 
them ; ſo that poor honeſt People are 
comptlled ro run the hazard of their im- 
mortal Souls for the ſake of their Bodies. 
And it 1s of very ill Corkquence, to 
{uffer them to uſe an Arbitrary Power 
over their Proſclites, or ratlier Vaſlals, 
for as {uch they uſe them, for they are - 
under more dread to break their Canons 
or Orders, than any Precepts contained in 
the Holy Scriptures ; nay, their DiQtates 
aredirealy oppoſite to them, as all their 
Writings teſtifie. | 

Therefore we humbly beſecch you, 
our Worthy Members, not to ſuffer their 
Affirmation, nor their Oath, to qualify 
them to Vote for Members of Parliament, 
or indeed in any caſe where a Truſt or 
Power 1s committed ; for i: has been 
evidently made out by ſeveral Learned 
Divines, that Quakeriſz: is a deep laid 
Plot to overthrow Chriſtianity. 

Therefore we hope you our Worthy 
Senators will bz plcaſed to allot ſome 
Perſons, that knows their Intric ues, to 
inquire into, and lay before Your Ho. 
nours, the {ubtil Deſigns of their Yeariy, 
Quarterly, Half-quarterly and Monthly 
Meetings, that their Political Govern- 
ment, which 1s the Reverſe of our Efta- 
bliſhment, may be broke and brought 
under. Indecd it cannot be thoughr, by 
reaſoa of other urgent Afairs, that Your 
Honours can thronghly examine into 
them, nor perhaps be made ſenſible of 
all their great Depths and Subtilty, they 
are {o numerous. 

But fome of You have lookt lo far into 
them, as to ſee many cf them, and ear- 
neſtly deiire to deliver the Souls of all 
our well-meaning Peopl2 out of their 
Hands.

Theſe laſt Words Relating to every Preacher or Teacher, being General and without Limitation, or 
mention made of any Profits or Contribution received by ſuch Preachers, Propertionable to raiſe ſuch 
Tax upon; Advantage has been taken thence (on a literal Conſtruction by ſome Commiſſioners and AC- 
ſeſſors) to extend the ſame to the great Injury of Divers Perſons as Preachers among the ſaio People,

And fome of thole perions, ſo fined, have not been at the Meetings they 
were fined for thatday ; and the Speaker not withſtanding, hath been himſelf 
fined Twenty Powrd for the fame Meeting, the ſame day that the Friends were 
for the Speaker Unknown, as by the Warrams do plainly Appear, by which 
proceedings the Juſtices may plainly ſee the Wiickcdnels of theſe Informers, 
bv whoſe falſe Oaths we have been convicted for a Preacher Unknown, when 
the Preachcr hath becni both #zown and fined : And alſo i: their Swearing per- 
ſons to be at ſuch a Meeting, ſuch a day, when indeed they were not there that 
day ; by which proccedings ieverall Familyes of the Kings peaccable Subjects 
arc like co be Ruined, if there be not a ſpeedy Stop put thereunt :, There- 
fore 1c hoe and defire, that you, who are the Kings Fuſtices will for the 
cime to cone, when any Informer or 1nformers doth come to any of you with an 
Iniormatio. agaiaſt any of us, Summon iuch who are Accuted to appear before 
you,and hear us ad our Accuſers Face to Face ; That ſo none may for che time 
co come Suffer for that rhey are not Guilty of.

From a Meeting held in London the Second of the Firſt 
Month 1721--22, 


Dear Friends and Brethren, 


H1S Meeting being under a weighty Senſe of that Great Favour 
which it hath pleaſed the Lord to incline the Heart of the 


King , and thoſe in the Government, to grant us; by paſ- 

ſing into a Law a Form of Solemn Afermation, which will 
remove the conſciencious Scruples many Friends lay under, (and there- 
by enable all to follow their lawful Occupations, Trades, and civil Con- 
cerns, without Lett or Hindrance on that Account,) doth find a Concern 
to recommend to all Friends in their Quarterly, Monthly, or particular 
Meetings, where this Law doth, or may extend. 

That they do in an eſpecial Manner have a watchful Eye and Over- 
ſight of their ſeveral Members, that this great Favour be not abuſed or 
miſuſed by any profeſſing Truth with us. 

Our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt told his Diſciples,Te are the Light ware. v; 
of the World : A City that is ſet on a Hill cannot be hid, And inevery Ape as 14- 
many as do walk in Obedience to his Goſpel muſt unavoidably be fo ; for 
the daily Croſs and Self-denial, which he doth enjoyn, (thoſe ſure Tokens ——xya 
of a Chriſtian and Diſciple) are publick Marks which are eaſily ſeen, and 2+ 
readily obſerved by thoſe with whom we have Occaſion of Buſineſs or 
Converſe, and our tranſaQting hereof with Uprightneſs, Juſtice and Mo- 
deration, will ſhew that we have an awful Regard to our Lord Jeſus 
Chriit, whom we acknowledge and declare to be our Great Lawgiver 
and Example. | | 

The great End and Deſign of the New Covenagt, Grace and Trath, 
which is come by him, is to draw Men into Obedience to his Law writ- 
ten in the Heart, by which only the Inſide can be made clean; and ac- 
cording to the Degrees of Obedience to this Divine Law, which the A 
{tle calls, Th? Law of the Spirit of Life in Chriſt Teſus, the proper Effect rom, vi 
thereof will appear, that is, zhe Outſide will be clean alſo, Hereby Truth, 2- P 
Juſtice, Righteouſneſs and Charity will ſhine forth in the Words and 
Actions of ſuch; and then may truly be applied to them that Saying of 
Chriſt, 4 City that is ſet on a Hill cannot be hid,

Beiide the 7zwar4 Engagement of this Divine Law to ſpeak ang 
act according to Truth, there is at this Time alſo an outward En- 
gagement which the Governinent hath laid upon us, not only by the Fa- 
vour of this AQ, but alſo by the Manner wherein they have conferr'd 
it: For i the Preamble it is faid, 

It is evident that the ſaid People called QUAKER s have not abuſed the 
Liberty and Indulgence allowed to them by Law. 

Which Teſtimony of the Legiſlature concerning our Uſe of the late 
Solemn Affirmation upon twenty-five Years Experience, ought at leaſt to 
Rir up all Friends to great Watchfulneſs and Care in the Uſe of this 
farther Eaſe and Relief, that this Teſtimony may be continued, and there- 
by confirm the Government 1n their favourable Sentiments concerning us. 

And as this Signal Indulgence may draw the Eyes and Obſervation of 
many People upon us, it may be expected among theſe ſome will look 
on us with an evil Eye, watch for our halting, and ſeek Occaſion againſt 
us upon any Miſuſe or Abuſe of this Legal Privilege, which any pro- 
feſſing Truth with us, or but bearing our Name, ſhould fall into 
or commit. _ —, 

Firſt, Therefore that there be no Miſuſe of this Favour, we do ear- 
neſtly deſire and intreat that the ſeveral Meetings do adviſe and exhort 
Friends that they watch againſt all vexatious and trifling Cauſes of Differ- 
ence, and not for any ſuch Cauſe implead or commence Suits of Law 
upon the Encouragement of this Solemn Affirmation : For that would 
certainly be a perverting the good Deſign of the Goverament in the 
granting thereof, and muſt be deemed a great Miſuſe of this Privilege. 

Secondly, That there be no Abuſe thereof committed, we do ia like 
Manner intreat and deſire that Friends may be exhorted and adviſed, 
when any juſt and valuable Occaſion doth require any to make uſe 
of this Affirmation, that ſuch Friend or Friends be very conſiderate, and 
ſure of the Truth of what they are about to affirm ; for where Property 
or Liberty are concerned, a falſe or corrupt Evidence 1s very injurious, 
and may prove deftrudtive. Beſide, 29 

Prov. xix. Tt ought on all Occaſions to be remembred, That a falſe VWitneſs ſhall 
a zot be unpuniſhed, and he that ſpeaketh Lies ſhall ot eſcape. And that the 
Rom. xiii. Command, Thow ſhalt not bear falſe Witneſs, 1s as well in the Gofnel as in 
9 _. the Law. And that all Liars ſhall bave their Part in the Lake which burn-

3 eth with Fire and Brimſtone. 

To theſe izward Obligations on the Conſcience to Truth-ſpeaking, there 
is alſo added the o»tward Guard of Pains, Penaltics and Forteitures to be 
inflicted on ſuch as ſhall lawfully be convicted of wiltul, falſe and cor- 
rupt Afirming or Declaring, as if the ſame Perſons had been convict of 
wilful and corrupt Perjury. 

We cannot omit alſo to remind you, that ſhould any under our Name 
ſo far depart from the righteous Law of God, as herein to become guilty, 
they will thereby contract to themſclves perpetual Intamy, and to the Bo- 
dy whereof they may pretend to be Members, very great Scandal and Re- 
proach ; and ſuch Inſtances repeated might provoke the Government to 
deprive us of this great Benefit. How great would be the Load of Guilt 
on any who ſhould be the Occaſion hereof ! 

Let it alfo be conſider'd, That the Ground of our Pctittoniag and So- 
liciting for this farther Eaſe and Relief, was a Conſcientious Scruple. 
How infamous therefore would it be! for any, who profeſs a Scruple 
to Swear at all, at the ſame Time to be guilty of falſe Afirming, and 
while they pretend to great Degrees of Parity, to fall fhort in common 
Hozeſly : It 1s in deed among the higheſt Degrees of Hypoeriſy a Crime 
abhorred in the Sight of God and Man, .

Under the very weighty Conſideration of theſe Things this Epiſtle 
is recommended to you, 1n order to ſtir up all to be careful upon 
every Occaſion to prevent the many Evils and Miſchiets which may en- 
ſue upon the Abuſe of ſo great Favour, which Care we think may 
in ſome Meaſure be anſwered by two or three faithful and judicious 
Friends attending the Afſizes and Quarter-Sefſions in every Couaty, 
whereby there may be a Service in ſeveral Reſpetts, as, 

Firſt, Tf there ſhould come to thoſe Courts any pretending to be Q#a- 
kers, and under that Pretence require to..be admitted ro our Solemn At- 
firmation, and thereby excuſe themſelves from an Oath which they may 
hold as a greater SanQion, to the Prejudice of an honeſt Cauſe, which 
may ſuffer through ſuch Deceit, while in Truth they are not Quakers, 
nor by us reputed ſuch. Here Friends will be at hand ready to deteQt 
ſuch Impoſtors. | 

Secondly, They will have Service in adviſing any Friends who may be 
obliged to attend either the Aſſize or Seſſions in any Cauſe wherein they 
may ſtand in need, as alſo to be aſſiſting to any Friend, that no Impoſition 
or Addition of Words be put to the Affirmation either unwarily or de- 
ſignedly by any Officer, with Purpoſe to inſnare. 

To all theſe Particulars we think it neceſſary to add, and very ear- 
neſtly and tenderly to recommend to all Friends, that as much as may 
be they do avoid all Diſputes and Differences with their Neighbours, 
and as much as poſſible follow Peace with all Men—--And in a particular yeb. x;:; 
Manner we do preſs that all Diſputes and Differences between Friends be 14: 
avoided, or if any do happen, that earneſt Endeavours be uſed by Acco. 
modation, or equitable and impartial Reference, to end them with. 
out going to Law ; that ſo the Rebuke of the Apoſtie may not be necef- 
ſarily applied ro any, Now therefore there*is utterly «a Fault among you, be- , Cx, , : 
cauſe ye go to Law one with another ? 7- 

After the foregoing Cautions concerning the Uſe of the preſent Solemn 
Afirmation which relate to our ſelves or our Fellow Subjects, there 
is yet remaining with us one other, which we recommend to your 
careful Obſervation and Inſpe&ion, which is, that ſuch as by their 
Trades, Buſineſs or Merchandize,. are any way concerned with any 
Branch of the King's Revenue, either of the Cuſtoms Exciſe, or otherwiſe 
that they be juſt and punctual in their Entries, and in the Payment of their 
ſeveral Duties; and that they keep themſelves clear from being in any 
Manner whatſoever concerned in running of any Goods, or in what 1s 
called the Smuggling-Trade. | 

For if any called a Qzaker ſhould by Advantage of this Favour be 
concerned 1n any fraudulent PraQice relating to the Revenue, the Crime 
of ſuch would have one Aggravation and Degree of Guilt above the ſame 
Offence in any other Subject, and that is Ingratitude.
